Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12, 13, 14-22, 24-28, 30-34, and 36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose or suggest that "the printing device [having a sensitizing drum and 
developing roller and printing by an electronic photograph method] increases cleaning 
frequency in the safety mode compared to the standard mode [such that] the printing 
device executes a cleaning process per printing job in the standard mode and executes 
a cleaning process per printing page in the safety mode" in combination with the 
remaining claim elements set forth in independent claims 1, 6, 8, 13, 15, 21, 25, 27, 31, 
and 33 and their respective dependent claims.
